Chiang  Kai-Shek  Remembered  in  Boston

Madame  Chiang  Kai-Shek,  wife 
of  the  late  Chiang  Kai-Shek,  died  in 
her  New  York  City  home  on  Oct. 
24th  .  She  was  105.  Eulogized  by 
Sen.  Bob  Dole  as  a  "prominent  fig¬ 
ure  of  the  WWII  generation"  dur¬ 
ing  memorial  services  held  on 
Nov.  5  in  New  York,  Madame 
Chiang  (Soong  Mei-ling)  had  a 


unique  role  in  the  tumultuous  his¬ 
tory  of  modern  China  and  the 
shaping  of  relations  between 
China  and  the  West. 

One  of  her  major  roles  was  that 
of  a  bridge  between  cultures  and 
nations.  Madame  Chiang  was  sent 
at  an  early  age  to  be  educated  in 
the  U.S.  She  attended  Wellesley 
College  where  she  majored  in 
English  literature,  and  it  was  her 


fluency  in  English  (spoken  with  a 
Georgian  accent  from  her  time 
spent  in  the  South)  that  made  her 
almost  tailor-made  for  the  role  of 
diplomat  between  her  husband, 
Chiang  Kai-Shek,  the  leader  of  the 
Nationalist  government,  and  the 
U.S.  "She  was  China's  voice... the 
face  of  China,  and  America's  hope 
for  China,"  said  Wellesley  political 
scientist  William  Joseph  in  a  recent 


WBUR  interview. 

The  couple  was  named  Time 
Magazine's  Man  and  Woman  of 
the  Year  in  1938,  and  by  some 
accounts  Madame  Chiang's  most 
brilliant  performance  came  when 
she  addressed  a  joint  session  of 
Congress  in  1943.  In  flawless 
English  she  exhorted  the  U.S.  to 
not  underestimate  the  "waiting 
sword  of  Damocles"  of  Japanese 


aggression  and  to  bring  about  "the 
liberation  of  men's  spirit  in  every 
part  of  the  world."  "She  was  glam¬ 
orous  and  highly  educated,  which 
gave  her  a  certain  cachet,"  said  pro¬ 
fessor  emeritus  Merle  Goldman  of 
the  Fairbank  Center  for  East  Asian 
Research  at  Harvard.  Madame 
Chiang  was  directly  responsible 
for  the  enormous  amounts  of  aid

On  Feb.  27,  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  (BRA) 
modified  the  South  End  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  without  seeking  the 
necessary  approval  of  the 
Department  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development 

(DHCD),  a  state  agency. 

An  urban  renewal  plan  is  a 
plan  for  "blighted"  land  in  need  of 
redevelopment. 

According  to  state  regulations,

At-Large  Council 
Candidate  Forum  in 
Chinatown  A  Success

On  April  12  of  2001,  members 
of  the  Chinatown  community 
were  frustrated.  On  that  date,  the 
Boston  City  Council  held  "its  first 
public  hearing  in  Chinatown"  at 
the  Josiah  Quincy  School  to  dis¬ 
cuss  how  political  participation  in 
the  community  could  be 
increased. 

About  150  people  showed  up 
at  the  event.  But  the  problem  was 
that  only  one  City  Councilor, 
Chuck  Turner,  was  there  to  speak. 

In  an  opinion  article  published 
in  the  Boston  Globe  on  April  22, 
2001,  Lydia  Lowe,  director  of  the 
Chinese  Progressive  Association, 
called  the  one-Councilor  hearing  a 
"clear  example  of  what  discour¬ 
ages  political  participation." 
Communities  need  to  know  politi¬ 
cians  are  listening  to  them,  was 
her  argument. 

Well,  fast-forward  two  years 
later  to  October  21,  2003,  to  the 
Boston  City  Council  Candidates 
Forum  in  Chinatown.  This  time, 
the  politicians  --  and  potential 
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modified,  the  DHCD  must 
approve  the  requested  plan 
change. 

The  DHCD  must  also  review 
plans  to  decide  if  they  are  minor 
or  major,  according  to  state  regu¬ 
lations. 

But  on  February  27  of  this 
year,  the  BRA  modified  the  South 
End  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and 
decided  unilaterally  that  the  plan 
modification  was  minor,  without 
first  obtaining  approval  from  the 
DHCD. 

"The  BRA  has  not  submitted 
any  requests  for  changes  to  the 
South  End  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
since  2001,"  said  Carol  Wolfe,  the 
Urban  Development  Coordinator 
of  the  DHCD.  Wolfe  said  she's 
only  heard  about  the  proposed 
bio-research  laboratory  from 
reading  about  it  in  the  newspa-

Task  Force,  City, 
Lose  Centerfolds 
Liquor  License 
Lawsuit

Centerfolds  recently  cleared  a 
legal  challenge  to  its  liquor 
license  —  apparently  securing  the 
strip  club's  right  to  stay  in  the 
Chinatown  area. 

On  September  30,  the  Lower 
Washington  Street  Neighborhood 
Task  Force  and  the  Boston 
Licensing  Board  lost  a  lawsuit 
that  challenged  the  club's  owner- 
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per. 

The  BRA  maintains  it  did 
nothing  improper. 

"They  were  in  fact  minor  mod¬ 
ifications,"  said  BRA  spokes¬ 
woman  Meredith  Baumann.  The 
South  End  Urban  Renewal  Plan, 
said  Baumann,  states  that  minor 
modifications  "only  need  BRA 
approval." 

But,  said  Wolfe,  "It  is  DHCD's 
role"  to  determine  whether  a  plan 
change  is  major  or  minor,  "not  the 
BRA's  [role]." 

Some  observers  also  point  out 
that  it  would  be  a  conflict  of  inter¬ 
est  for  the  BRA  to  decide  if  a  mod¬ 
ification  is  minor  or  major. 

Furthermore,  state  regulations 
clearly  demand  that  "The  operat¬ 
ing  agency  [in  this  case,  the  BRA] 
shall  submit  all  proposed  minor

CNN  was  seeking  represen¬ 
tation  from  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity.  The  cable  channel 
had  been  contacting  various 
Asian  organizations,  and  the 
word  spread  and  there  I  was 
-  a  representative  from  the 
Asian  American  Civic 
Association. 

Thankful  that  I  had  been 
given  the  chance  to  meet  the 
candidates  and  feeling  the 
responsibility  of  represent¬ 
ing  a  minority  group,  I 
decided  to  take  the  offer. 
Besides,  I  could  possibly  be 
meeting  the  future  President 
of  the  United  States. 

Now,  I'm  not  going  to  tell 
you  what  went  on  during 
the  show,  since  most  of  you 
probably  already  got  a  better 
account  of  the  show  from 
reading  other  newspapers  or 
seeing  it  on  television.  But 


I'll  tell  you  a  few  details  that 
TV  and  newspapers  left  out. 

First  of  all,  it  was  nearly 
freezing  outside  that  night. 
But  no  matter.  The  excite¬ 
ment  numbed  my  senses  — 
even  while  waiting  in  a  150- 
person-long  line  to  enter  the 
event,  despite  arriving  early.

Letter  to  the  Editor 

Points  Missed  in  Story  About  Bio-Terrorism  Research  Lab  Review  Processes 


Dear  Editor: 

In  the  story  "Activists  Closely 
Watching  Development  Process 
of  South  End's  Bio-Terrorism 
Lab,"  dated  Oct.  17,  you  wrote 
following,  which  need  to  be  fur¬ 
ther  clarified: 


*"...A  BRA  spokeswoman  said 
that  the  modified  BioSquare 
project  will  undergo  a  typical 
review  process,  though  as  of 
Oct.  14,  the  BRA  had  not 
assigned  a  project  manager  to 
the  project.  Each  project  that 
goes  before  the  BRA  is  typi¬ 
cally  assigned  a  project  man¬ 
ager." 


However,  readers  should  under¬ 
stand  that  there  is  no  point  for 
even  the  "typical"  BEA  review 
process  if  the  funding  is  accepted. 
As  ACE  says  in  your  story,  once 
the  federal  award  is  accepted, 
BUMC  is  committed  to  building 
the  project.  Beside,  I  would  say 
that  the  typical  BRA  review 


process  is  a  sham. 

‘"Michael  Kelley,  Menino's 
spokesperson,  would  not  say 
if  the  project  could  be  backed 
out  of  if  there  were  to  be  sig¬ 
nificant  community  opposi¬ 
tion.  He  would  only  say, 
'There  is  always  a  community 
review  process  that  involves 
the  BRA  and  other  public 
agencies  and  this  project 
requires  approvals  as  we 
move  forward,  as  does  any 
other  project.'" 

If  this  is  so,  readers  should 
demand  information  from  the 
BRA  regarding  which  approvals 
the  project  requires,  when  the 
Project  Notification  Form  will  be 
filed,  and  when  the  public  com¬ 
ment  period  for  the  various 
approval  processes  will  begin. 
Most  important,  the  Federal 
funding  agency  should  also  be 
notified  that  the  acceptance  of  the 
award  is  conditional  at  this  time, 
subject  to  the  review  and 
approval  process. 

*"To  complete  BioSquare, 
acres  of  state  land  that  are 
deemed  no  longer  needed  for 
highway  use  are  being  turned 
over  to  the  BRA  -  for  $6  a 
square  foot  -  then  to  the  pro¬ 
ject's  developer,  University 
Associates  Limited 

Partnership.  Former  BRA 
director  Robert  Walsh  is 
heading  the  development  of 
the  BioSquare  project." 


Actually,  however,  the  state  land 
is  being  turned  over  to  the  City 
of  Boston,  which,  although  it  is 
allowed  to  keep  what  it  wants  to 
use  for  municipal  purposes  (e.g., 
housing)  is  turning  it  over  to  the 
BRA  for  conveyance  to  the  pro¬ 
ject's  developer,  BU's 
University  Associates  Limited 
Partnership. 

*You  also  state  that  a 
spokesman  for  the  Mayor 
said  that  the  $6  price  was 
evaluated  at  a  "fair  value." 

This  statement  by  the  spokesper¬ 
son  is  obviously  untrue,  since 
BRA  documents  state  that  if  the 
National  Biocontainment 
Laboratory  is  not  built,  a  higher 
value  will  be  placed  on  the  land, 
and  that  the  City  is  foregoing 
$4.5  million  in  this  transaction. 
This  is  deal  is  saving  the  develop¬ 
er  money  —if  indeed  the  develop¬ 
er  is  paying  for  the  land.  It  may 
be  the  City  —  the  taxpayers  of 
Boston  —  that  will  be  paying  for 
it;  we  need  financial  disclosure 
statements  to  be  sure  the  private 
developer  is  actually  paying  even 
this  discounted  amount. 

Please  continue  to  pursue  the 
information  on  the  development 
review.  We  need  answers,  and 
we  need  to  start  the  Urban 
Renewal  and  Article  80  public 
review  processes  immediately, 
before  any  final  acceptance  of  the 
funding.

Secretary  of  State 
Finds  Faults  With

The  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth  hand- 
delivered  a  letter  to  Boston 
Election  Commissioner 
Nancy  Lo  on  Oct.  3  outlin¬ 
ing  problems  found  with 
the  handling  of  the  City 
Council  preliminary  elec¬ 
tion  on  September  23. 

The  six-page  letter  cited 
problems  concerning  elec¬ 
tion  equipment,  voting 
machines,  secrecy-sleeve 
violations,  understaffing,  as 
well  as  violations  of  other 
election  rules. 

Most  of  the  polling 
places  visited  by  the 
Secretary's  office,  according 
to  the  letter,  were  "not  set 
up  correctly."

Chinatown.  The  project  long 
divided  Chinatown,  and 
neighborhood  groups  who 
thought  the  apartment  com¬ 
plex  would  gentrify  the  area 
protested  the  tower,  saying 
it  went  against  Chinatown's 
Master  Plan.  The  controver¬ 
sy  climaxed  at  this  time  last 
year  when  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association 
along  with  a  Chinatown  res¬ 
ident  filed  a  lawsuit  against 
the  city  for  approving  the 
building. 

The  lawsuit  was  dropped 
about  two  months  after  it 
was  filed,  when  the  develop¬ 
er,  city  and  Chinatown 
group  agreed  on  a  compro¬ 
mise.  A  sticking  point 
throughout  the  review 
process  of  the  apartment 
tower  was  the  project's 
height.  The  Chinatown 
Master  Plan  and  Zoning  cap 
the  height  of  new  develop¬ 
ments  in  the  area  at  8  to  10 
stories.  The  compromise, 
however,  called  for  addi¬ 
tional  affordable  housing 
units  to  be  included  in  the 
project,  while  the  height 
stayed  at  28  stories. 

According  to  the  build¬ 
ing's  co-developer, 

Archstone-Smith,  Park  Essex 
is  "the  largest  rental  residen¬ 
tial  property  to  be  devel¬ 
oped  in  Boston  in  over  20 
years."  Co-developer  W. 
Kevin  Fitzgerald  owns  the 
project's  property. 

"We  never  gave  up 
hope,"  said  Stephanie 
Wasser,  regional  vice-presi¬ 
dent  of  Archstone-Smith. 
"We  appreciate  the  collabo¬ 
rative  efforts  of  city  officials

incumbents  Michael 
Flaherty  and  Stephen 
Murphy  for  another  two 
years  together  at  City  Hall. 

Arroyo  jumped  from 
sixth  place  in  preliminary 
elections  to  second  in  the 
final  elections,  with  strong 
backing  from  minority 
communities,  supporters  of 
rent  stabilization,  and  an 
endorsement  from  leading 
candidate  and  Council 
President  Flaherty. 
Hennigan,  City  Council's 
longest  serving  member 
and  also  a  supporter  of  rent 
stabilization,  moved  from 
fourth  to  third.  Both 
Hennigan  and  Arroyo 


attended  a  panel  at  Josiah 
Quincy  Auditorium  in 
Chinatown  last  month. 

White,  a  former  student 
of  Chinatown's  Quincy 
School,  finished  third  in 
preliminary  elections,  but 
lost  her  seat  by  less  than 
1,000  votes.  Falling  .4% 
behind  Murphy,  White  was 
victim  to  the  closest  gap 
between  any  of  the  candi¬ 
dates  in  this  year's  race. 

Councilor  Jim  Kelly, 
uncontested  representative 
of  District  2  (Chinatown, 
Downtown,  South  End  and 
South  Boston),  reserved  his 
seat  with  the  other  12 
returning  members  of  City 


Council  with  97.3%  of 
votes. 

With  little  political  clout 
in  the  district  itself,  many 
Chinese  American  voters 
are  looking  toward  at-large 
city  councilors  for  repre¬ 
sentation.  Depending  on 
the  precinct,  wards  in 
Chinatown  turned  up  as 
many  as  26.5%  of  their  vot¬ 
ers  for  the  at-large  council 
elections,  exceeding 
Boston's  24.6%  average. 

With  the  exception  of 
preliminary  elections  in 
September,  Chinatown's 
voting  power  has  become 
increasingly  strong  since 
1998.  According  to 


BostonVote,  Chinatown 
had  the  highest  rate  of 
increase  in  ballot  casting 
from  1998  to  2002,  among 
all  of  Boston  neighbor¬ 
hoods.  Some  residents 
attribute  this  change  to  the 
voter-education  campaigns 
begun  by  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association, 
and  residents'  growing 
interest  in  current  develop¬ 
ment  projects. 

"This  is  my  first  time  to 
vote,"  said  Flavia  Mejia,  a 
resident  on  Shawmut  Ave. 
and  mother  of  two.  Mejia 
has  been  living  in  Boston 
for  five  years,  but  came  out 
to  vote  this  year  because 


she  is  concerned  about  the 
cost  of  housing  and  its 
influence  on  her  children's 
education. 

Other  voters  like  Belen 
Leung,  a  resident  of  Tai 
Tung  Village,  have  been 
voting  in  Chinatown  for 
over  20  years.  Leung's 
main  concern  this  year  is 
the  bio-terrorism  lab,  she 
said. 

Cai  Ling  Wu,  a  resident 
of  Tyler  Street,  has  been 
voting  for  10  years.  "I'm  a 
citizen,"  she  said  walking 
out  from  the  polls  on 
Tuesday.  "It's  a  responsibil¬ 
ity."

DREAM  Act  Update

On  October  23,  the 
Development,  Relief,  and 
Education  for  Alien  Minors 
(DREAM)  Act,  S.  1545, 
passed  through  the  Senate 
Judiciary  Committee  16-3, 
and  is  now  on  its  way  to  the 
Senate  Floor,  with  amend¬ 
ed  provisions. 

The  Dream  Act,  a  bipar¬ 
tisan  bill,  would  grant  legal 
status  to  qualified  young 
people  and  make  state  col¬ 
lege  tuition  available  to  the 
children  of  immigrants 
who  have  been  in  the  U.S. 
more  than  five  years,  and 
have  graduated  from 
American  high  schools. 


For  those  who  are  non¬ 
citizens,  the  DREAM  Act 
would  allow  them  to  pur¬ 
sue  higher  education. 

Massachusetts  Senators 
John  Kerry  and  Edward 
Kennedy  support  the  bill. 

The  bill's  amended  pro¬ 
visions  include  that  condi¬ 
tional  residency  status  be 
lifted  only  after  two  years 
of  military  service  or  a  col¬ 
lege  education,  and  benefi¬ 
ciaries  must  also  register  in 
SEVIS,  a  system  which 
tracks  foreign  students. 
States  are  still  able  to  deter¬ 
mine  who  qualifies  for  in¬ 
state  tuition,  but  beneficia¬ 
ries  would  not  be  eligible 
for  federal  financial  aid.

and  the  Chinatown  neigh¬ 
borhood  to  help  us  reach  this 
important  milestone,"  said 
Wasser  in  a  press  statement. 

No  member  of  the 
Chinese  Progressive 

Association  or  the 
Chinatown  Resident 

Association,  who  also 
protested  the  project,  attend¬ 
ed  the  event. 

Lydia  Lowe,  director  of 
the  Chinese  Progressive 
Association,  said  over  a 
phone  interview  that  the 
associations  were  too  busy 
to  attend. 

When  asked  to  comment 
on  the  groundbreaking, 
Lowe  said,  "We're  glad  that 
because  of  the  organizing 
and  lawsuit  we  were  able  to 
increase  the  number  of 
affordable  housing  [units 
included  in  the  project]." 
But,  she  said,  the  associa¬ 
tions  are  still  concerned  with 
proposals  to  create  luxury 
apartment  high-rises  in  the 
Chinatown.  Across  the  street 
from  Park  Essex,  a  30-story 
apartment  complex  is  also 
being  proposed.  Close  by  is 
the  newly  built  Millennium 
high  rise. 

The  project  will  include 
66  units  of  "affordable" 


housing,  mostly  targeting 
middle-income  earners, 
along  with  some  targeting 
elderly  residents,  and  a 
promise  to  create  25  to  30 
single  room  occupancy  units 
for  low-income  earners  at 
another,  yet  to  be  deter¬ 
mined  site. 

Though  the  two 
Chinatown  associations  did¬ 
n't  attend  the  groundbreak¬ 
ing,  a  few  Chinatown  lead¬ 
ers  and  business  owners, 
did. 

When  asked  why  he  was 
present  at  the  event,  busi¬ 
ness  and  property  owner 
David  Wong  pointed  to 
group  of  buildings  neigh¬ 
boring  the  Park  Essex  site, 
and  said,  "I  own  that  whole 
property."  Besides,  he  said, 
he  and  Fitzgerald  are 
"friends."  "I  support  putting 
the  high  rise  here.  I  think 
this  project  helps 
Chinatown,"  said  Wong, 
because  of  the  low-income 
units. 

According  to  promotion¬ 
al  material.  Park  Essex  will 
include  "420  distinctive 
apartments  ,  for  lease,"  a 
"Caliber  Sports  Club,"  a 
"Click  Cafe,"  massage  room 
and  indoor  swimming  pool.

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BRA  Didn't  Comply  With  Urban  Renewal  Regulations  for  BioSquare  Project  in  So.  End 
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and  major  plan  changes  to  the 
[DHCD]  for  approval." 

Yet  Baumann  said  the  BRA's 
regulations  "clearly  state  the 
opposite"  of  the  state's  regulation. 
She  said  that  the  BRA's  regulation 
allowing  for  the  BRA  to  deter¬ 
mine  and  approve  minor  plan 
changes  was  approved  by  the 
state  with  the  creation  of  the  plan. 

According  to  state  regulations, 
however,  the  DHCD  determines  if 
a  proposed  change  is  a  minor  or  a 
major  plan  change.  Then,  the 
change  may  need  to  undergo  fur¬ 
ther  approvals. 

A  major  plan  change  is 
defined  as  a  significant  change  in 
any  of  the  basic  elements  of  an 
urban  renewal  plan,  said  Wolfe. 
For  a  major  plan  change,  a  public 
hearing  must  be  held  on  the  pro¬ 
posed  change.  Second,  the 
Planning  Board  must  determine 
that  the  proposed  change  con¬ 
forms  with  the  general  plan  for 


the  community  as  a  whole.  And 
third,  the  City  Council  must 
approve  the  proposed  change. 
DHCD  may  also  ask  for  addition¬ 
al  information,  said  Wolfe. 

The  Feb.  27  modification 
altered  the  boundary  of  the  South 
End  Urban  Renewal  Plan  so  that  it 
would  include  "surplus"  land  not 
needed  for  highway  use  by  the 
state. 

"The  state  owned  land  that 
was  no  longer  necessary  for  high¬ 
way  purposes  and  that  land 
became  surplused.  And  now  it's 
being  used  for  BioSquare," 
Baumann  said. 

After  BRA's  board  voted  to 
modify  the  plan,  the  board  voted 
on  July  10  to  convey  the  addition¬ 
al  land  to  Boston  University's 
BioSquare  project  in  the  South 
End,  which  is  slated  to  house  a 
high-level  bioterrorism  research 
laboratory. 

Baumann  labeled  the  plan 
modification  as  "house  keeping." 


"[It's]  a  good  example  of  what 
a  minor  modification  is,"  she  said. 
"[It's]  nothing  that  changes  the 
intent  of  the  plan." 

Yet,  the  DHCD  has  not  deter¬ 
mined  if  the  plan  change  was 
minor  or  major,  since  it  was  never 
given  the  modification  by  the 
BRA. 

And  this  isn't  the  first  time  the 
BRA  hasn't  complied  with  state 
regulations  regarding  urban 
renewal  modifications,  say  those 
close  to  the  workings  of  the  BRA. 

In  fact,  Boston  is  the  only  city 
in  Massachusetts  that  does  not 
submit  all  urban  renewal  plan 
modifications,  as  required,  to  the 
DHCD. 

The  BRA  has  made  "well  over 
300  individual  modifications 
putting  into  effect  thousands  of 
changes,"  said  activist  Shirley 
Kressel,  "and  of  these,  less  than  a 
dozen  have  received  proper 
review."  Kressel  has  no  profes¬ 
sional  connection  with  Wolfe. 


"In  effect,  the  BRA  has  been 
doing  whatever  it  wants  without 
public  oversight,"  said  Kressel, 
who  follows  the  activities  of  the 
BRA.  "It's  likely,"  she  said,  "that 
their  purpose  is  to  avoid  bringing 
it  before  the  Boston  City  Council." 

Baumann  rejected  the  idea, 
saying,  "I  don't  think  that's  a  fair 
assessment  at  all,  for  someone  to 
say  that  we  are  circumventing 
[going  before  the  Council]. ..that's 
not  fair  at  all." 

"I  think  we  treat  all  of  our 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  [changes] 
judiciously  and  thoughtfully," 
said  Baumann. 

But  Wolfe  said  it's  important 
for  the  DHCD  to  review  all  modi¬ 
fications,  because  "the  cumulative 
effect  of  several  minor  plan 
changes  may  result  in  a  major 
plan  change."  She  said  the  DHCD 
must  look  at  all  modifications 
when  determining  whether  a  pro¬ 
posed  plan  change  is  minor  or 
major. 


Additionally,  Wolfe  pointed 
out  that  "urban  renewal  plans  are 
implemented  over  very  long  peri¬ 
ods  of  time.  What  was  treated  as  a 
minor  plan  change  at  one  period 
of  time  may  become  a  major  plan 
change  at  another  time." 

The  South  End  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  was  first  approved  in  1965.  If 
not  extended,  the  normal  life  of  an 
urban  renewal  plan  is  40  years. 

The  BRA  only  applies  for 
approval  from  the  state's  DHCD 
when  the  BRA  itself  determines 
that  a  change  is  major,  said 
Kressel. 

According  to  those  knowl¬ 
edgeable  of  the  BRA,  one  of  the 
only  ways  the  city  agency  can  be 
held  accountable  for  not  comply¬ 
ing  with  the  state  regulation  is  if 
someone  sues  the  BRA.

Ambassador  Carol  Moseley 
Braun  is  not  personable.  When  I 
walked  up  to  her  and  said,  "I  think 
it's  great  that  you're  breaking  so 
many  barriers,"  she  replied 
"Thank  you"  and  kept  on  "mose- 
leying"  by. 

But  my  favorite  person  for  the 
night  was  Maggie,  the  British 
Stage  Manager.  She  gave  everyone 
a  run  down  about  how  things 
were  going  to  proceed  for  the 
night.  She  was  quick,  to  the  point, 
and  had  a  great  dry  sense  of 
humor.

that  China  received  during  WWII. 

After  defeat  by  the 
Communists  in  1949,  Madame 
Chiang  continued  to  exert  influ¬ 
ence  in  Taiwan,  where  she  mostly, 
Goldman  says,  "polished  the  role 
she  had  in  the  past." 

After  her  husband's  death  in 
1975,  Madame  Chiang  seemed  to 
fade  from  the  limelight,  taking  a 
low-key  role  in  politics.  She  lived 
in  semi-seclusion  and  spent  her  lat¬ 
ter  years  in  New  York  City. 

Madame  Chiang's  image  differs 
along  generational  and  political 
lines.  For  Anne  Fan  of  the 
Nationalist  Party  Committee  in 
Boston,  who  grew  up  in  Chiang's 
Taiwan,  Madame  Chiang  "is  the 
number  one  first  lady,"  a  woman 
who  made  "countless  contribu¬ 
tions"  to  society. 

To  the  younger  generation, 
Madame  Chiang  appears  as  one 
the  fabled  Song  sisters,  who  all 
married  influential  men,  all  larger- 
than-life  characters  in  the  operatic 
history  of  20th  century  China.  For 
Boston-resident  Chen  Si  of 
Mainland  China,  Madame  Chiang, 
who  never  returned  to  the  main¬ 
land  during  her  life,  never  figured 
prominently  in  her  understanding 
of  history  except  as  a  player  in  the 
Xi'an  incident,  in  which  she  negoti¬ 
ated  for  the  release  of  Chiang  Kai- 
Shek,  who  was  being  held  captive. 
Boston  resident  Claire  Tsai,  who 
grew  up  in  Taiwan,  said  that 
Madame  Chiang  was  part  of  what 
she  learned  in  history,  though  not 
much  more. 

Unlike  those  whose  lives  might 
have  been  directly  affected  by 
Madame  Chiang  (she  worked  with 
orphans  and  other  charitable  caus¬ 
es),  for  the  younger  generation 


isn't  American  Idol  everybody. 
You'll  be  heard,"  Maggie  instruct¬ 
ed. 

I  was  impressed.  While  every¬ 
one  was  laughing  at  her  com¬ 
ments,  she  never  once  cracked  a 
smile. 

"When  you  get  your  chance  to 
ask  a  question,  stand  up,  introduce 
yourself,  and  ask  your  question, 
which  will  be  succinct  and  bril¬ 
liant." 

For  the  rest  of  the  night,  I 
repeated  Maggie's  words  to 
myself.  "I've  got  to  be  succinct 
and  brilliant!"  with  question  in 
hand. 

I  never  got  to  ask  my  question, 
and  neither  did  any  other  Asian 
American  who  attended. 

(This  story  will  appear  in  Chinese  in 
the  next  issue.) 

Madame  Chiang  existed  mostly  in 
film  and  literature. 

In  fact,  Madame  Chiang's  life- 
her  family,  her  marriage-is  the 
stuff  of  legend,  immortalized  in 
books  and  a  1997  film  entitled  "The 
Soong  Family  Dynasty."  Some  crit¬ 
ics  panned  the  film  as  a  slightly 
overblown  cross  between  historical 
epic  and  melodrama.  Chen  Si  felt 
that  "after  watching  the  movie, 
which  was  unrealistic,  I  felt  like  I 
would  never  know  the  truth  of 
who  she  really  was." 

Still,  Madame  Chiang  was  not 
without  her  critics,  who  tend  to 
associate  her  with  the  ills  of  her 
husband's  government.  Goldman 
said  that  before  1949,  many  main¬ 
land  Chinese  had  felt  "let  down" 
and  "disenchanted"  by  the  corrup¬ 
tion  in  the  Nationalist  government. 
After  1949,  the  Nationalists  ruled 
Taiwan  under  the  iron  fist  of  mar¬ 
tial  law  until  1987. 

Goldman  also  pointed  out  that 
for  a  woman  of  her  power  and  sta¬ 
tus  that  Madame  Chiang  did  not 
"show  much  concern  on  the  issue 
of  women.  Women  really  needed 
help  at  that  time." 

Towards  the  end  of  her  long 
life,  Madame  Chiang,  a  devout 
Christian,  spent  most  of  her  time  in 
the  U.S.  Asked  why  she  didn't 
return  to  Taiwan  or  even  mainland 
China,  George  Fan  of  the 
Nationalist  Party  Committee  in 
Boston,  sighed  and  said,  "Things 
changed.  The  situation  in  Taiwan 
was  different,  it  wasn't  so  good  for 
her  anymore."  Celebrated  by  many 
and  vilified  by  some,  the  jury  may 
still  be  out  on  Madame  Chiang's 
legacy. 

One  thing,  though,  does  seem 
for  sure-as  Chen  Si  said,  "legends 
only  happen  once."

Other  instances  highlighted  in 
the  letter  included  observations 
that  "the  voters  were  allowed  to 
deposit  their  own  ballots,  but  were 
not  provided  with  secrecy 
sleeves...";  that  too  few  poll  work¬ 
ers  were  present  at  each  site,  and 
that  the  "150-foot  rule"  was  violat¬ 
ed. 

The  rule  prohibits  campaigning 
activities  within  150  feet  of  a 


polling  place. 

"This  office  witnessed  persons 
holding  signs  within  five  feet  of 
the  entrance  of  the  polling  places  at 
almost  every  location.  Voters  had 
to  maneuver  through  an  obstacle 
course  of  candidates  and  persons 
holding  signs  and  campaigning  in 
order  to  enter  their  polling  place," 
stated  the  letter. 

Boston  Election  Commissioner 
Lo  would  not  comment  to  the 
press. 

City  Hall's  press  office 
responded  by  e-mailing  a  state¬ 


ment  to  the  Sampan  that  outlines 
Mayor  Thomas  M.  Menino's 
"Four-Point  Plan"  to  correct  the 
election.  According  to  the  plan. 
City  Hall  and  the  Secretary  of  State 
will  ensure  that  voters  have  secre¬ 
cy  sleeves;  that  precincts  are  set  up  • 
to  allow  for  voter  privacy;  that 
more  signage  will  describe  the  new 
process  and  election  laws,  and  that 
poll  workers  would  be  better  edu¬ 
cated. 

On  October  30,  Lo  appeared 
before  the  City  Council  to  discuss 
the  violations.

Q:  Can  you  explain  what 
dialysis  means. 

A:  Dialysis  does  two 
things.  It  does  not  make 
kidneys  better.  Dialysis 
takes  over  the  kidneys'  job. 
Sometimes  we  do  dialysis 
temporarily  for  somebody 
who  has  a  sudden  illness 
that  caused  the  kidneys  to 
fail  temporarily.  We  can  do 
dialysis  until  the  kidneys 
get  better  or  with  chronic 
kidney  disease,  where  kid¬ 
neys  don't  get  better,  we  do 
dialysis  for  the  rest  of  their 
lives  until  they  get  a  kidney 
transplant.  And  what  dial¬ 
ysis  involves  is  doing  what 
the  kidneys  do  by  artificial 
means,  getting  rid  of  the 
extra  water  and  cleaning 
the  blood. 

Q:  A  total  of  25%  of  your 
dialysis  patients  are 
Chinese.  Do  you  have  staff 
that  speak  Chinese? 

A:  Yes,  we  do. 

Q:  What  will  the  screen¬ 
ing  entail? 

A:  The  screening  will  entail 
a  questionnaire  about 
whether  you  have  a  family 
history  of  kidney  trouble 


and  then  a  blood  pressure 
measurement,  a  urine  test 
(to  see  if  there  is  protein  or 
blood  in  the  urine).  And 
there  is  a  blood  test,  taking 
a  very  small  amount  of 
blood.  And  you  can  say 
that  you  want  only  part  of 
the  tests  but  not  all  of  them. 
The  reason  for  the  blood 
test  is  that  there  are  unfor¬ 
tunately  things  that  we 
can't  pick  up  just  by  physi¬ 
cal  examination.  And  this 
is  all  done  free  of  charge  for 
the  patients.  And  then  the 
way  it  works  is  that  the 
National  Kidney 
Foundation  will  send  the 
patient  a  report  of  the 
results,  which  the  patient 
can  take  to  his  or  her  doc¬ 
tor.  If  patients  want  to 
come  see  us  at  New 
England  Medical  Center, 
we're  happy  to  see  them. 
The  important  thing  is  that 
they  should  be  seen  by 
somebody. 

Q:  How  does  someone 
know  if  they  are  at  high 
risk? 

A:  Well,  a  family  history  of 
kidney  disease,  having  dia¬ 
betes,  having  high  blood 
pressure.  These  are  some 
of  the  biggest  risks. 

Beyond  that,  people  ought 
to  be  screened  at  periodic 
health  examinations.  When 
I  say  high  blood  pressure,  if 


you  look  at 
the  most 
recent 
national 
report  on 
high  blood 
pressure,  it 
says  that  if 
you  get  to 
be  age  55 
year  old, 
you  have  a  90%  chance  of 
developing  high  blood 
pressure  during  the  rest  of 
your  life,  so  that  means  that 
most  older  people  are  at 
risk.

Why  are  you  conducting  test¬ 
ing  on  people? 

In  order  to  figure  if  it  works. 
All  the  mice  data  and  monkey 
data  is  interesting,  but  not 
nearly  as  informative  as 
human  data. 

Are  the  vaccine  tests  safe? 
There  is  risk  driving  home 
and  getting  in  a  car  accident. 
There  is  risk  in  walking  home 
in  the  rain  and  getting  hit  by 
lightning.  The  risks  in  these 
studies  are  extremely  small. 
However,  given  that  we're 
doing  something  novel,  the 
risks  are  not  nonexistent. 
You're  trying  to  get  more 
minorities  to  help  test  the 
vaccines.  Why? 

One  of  the  things  that  we  feel 
is  very  important  is  to  reach 
out  to  all  populations. 
Different  races,  different  peo¬ 
ple,  are  different.  We  need  to 
find  a  vaccine  that  works  for 
all  races. 

But,  it’s  been  hard  to  get 
minorities  to  participate  in 
the  testing,  correct? 

[Yes.] 

Why  has  it  been  difficult  to 
get  minorities  to  participate? 
I  see  the  issue  as  more  getting 
the  word  out.  And  I  think  that 
when  people  hear  about  stud¬ 
ies  there  is  often  a  concern... 
and  without  a  dialog,  that 
concern  is  enough  to  halt 
progress. 

It's  been  hard  to  get  Asian 
participation,  correct? 

I  think  for  us  the  challenge  has 
been  to  get  into  different  com¬ 
munities  and  to  open  up  the 
dialogue. 

And  for  Southeast  Asians, 
we're  just  starting  to  realize 
the  burden  of  HTV  infection 
[among  Southeast  Asians]  in 
different  parts  of  the  world. 
Southeast  Asia  is  not  immune 
to  this  at  all.  This  infection 
doesn't  discriminate— any  one 
who  is  sexually  active  is  at 
risk. 

Who  can  participate? 

In  general,  healthy  people 
between  the  ages  of  18  and  50. 
Brigham  and  Women's 
Hospital  is  leading  the 
[recruitment]  effort  regional¬ 
ly.  We'd  love  to  engage  the 
community  in  all  aspects  of 
HIV,  and  our  unit  is  in  a  posi¬ 
tion  to  do  this. 

How  far  away  are  we  from 
developing  an  HIV  vaccine? 

I  think  that  it's  going  to  be 
many  years  before  we  have  an 
effective  vaccination.  [But] 
one  of  the  keys  is  getting  peo¬ 
ple  to  participate  in  these 
kinds  of  studies  to  see  what 
works.

Any 
man  with  the  right  mind  would 
want  to  give  her  whatever  she 
wants. 

Each  time  I  look  at  her  lovely 
face  when  I  am  alone  with  her  I 
get  a  strong  desire  to  fulfill  my 
duty  as  a  husband.  Since  our 
living  quarters  are  separated  by 
several  large  empty  parlors,  she 
knows  why  I  walked  across  the 
long  halls  to  be  in  her  private 
quarter.

One  hand  still  holding  up 
the  bedchamber  curtain,  I  stare 
back  at  her,  perplexed.  I  don't 
understand.  What  is  she  doing 
sitting  there?  Not  that  again, 
suddenly,  it  occurs  to  me. 
Though  I  don't  like  doing  it,  so 
filthy  and  foreign,  perhaps  I 
ought  to  do  it  just  for  her.  She  is 
a  modem  young  girl  after  all. 
She  is  not  like  my  other  wives,  or 
the  women  I  know.  No.  Perhaps 
she  has  something  else  in  mind 
she  wants  me  to  agree  to  first. 
Anyway,  I  must  teach  her  to 
agree  first  to  the  importance  of 
marital  duty. 

I  walk  back  to  the  sofa.  She 
sits  there  motionless,  lips  pursed. 
Is  she  mad  at  me?  Maybe  one  of 
her  sisters  visited  with  her  this 
morning  and  got  her  upset. 
Maybe,  she  wants  me  to  be  more 
persuasive.  I  lower  myself  on  the 
arm  of  the  sofa,  lean  over  her 
head,  my  nose  got  close  to  her 
face  when  I  push  my  chin  for¬ 
ward  and  I  gently  suck  her  lips. 
Just  as  I  became  aware  of  the  per¬ 
fumed  grease  on  my  lips,  I  heard 
her  voice:  " You  shouldn't  come 
here  after  you  smoked  your 
cigar." 

Another  strange  demand! 
Rotten  eggs!  First  she  wants  me 
to  do  the  face  sucking  she  learns 
from  the  yang-gwei.  Now  she 
wants  me  not  to  smoke  the  boxes 
of  tobacco  rolls  her  yang-gwei 
friends  keep  sending  to  my  office.

She  lives  as  if 
she  is  under  the  spell  of  the  van¬ 
ity  she  learned  from  the  yang- 
gwei. 

Despite  the  differences  and 


tension  between  us,  we  are  quite 
similar  in  background  and  ambi¬ 
tion.  Both  our  families  came 
from  humble  beginnings.  Our 
family  and  personal  goals  are 
always  to  be  the  most  successful. 
Working  together  in  cooperation 
we  can  achieve  great  influence. 

I  don’t  know  what  all  this  fuss 
is  about.  She  insists  that  l  call 
her  “Darling"  ivhenever  we  are 
with  other  people.  For  reasons  I 
don't  understand,  this  word  is 
very  popular  among  the  Chinese. 
With  every  other  couple  in 
Shanghai  calling  each  other 
"Darling"  now,  how  special  can 
this  word  be  anyway?  Still,  I  do 
think  we  make  a  compatible  mar¬ 
ried  couple.

My  arms  ache  so  much  to 
embrace  her  the  way  7  embrace 
the  tea-house  girls  whose  bosoms 
against  mine  brings  me  much 
joy.  So  strange  is  this  distance 
she  keeps  from  me.  If  only  she 
can  wipe  off  that  icy  and  chilly 
gaze  she  directs  at  me  each  time 
we  are  intimate  together... 

I  must  tell  you,  my  favorite 
moment  when  I  am  intimate 
with  her  is  when  my  left  fingers 
popped  open  the  knot  of  her 
flower-button  around  her  neck. 
One  flower-button  at  a  time  my 
fingers  move  across  her  bodice  to 
release  the  knots  from  the  loops 
until  her  fair  smooth  skin  on  her 
chest  reflects  the  candlelight. 
Now  both  my  hands  are  ready  to 
grab  the  two  side  slits  and  hitch 
up  her  chi-pao.  Such  is  the  plea¬ 
sure  the  feminine  sex  can  give  a 
hardworking  man. 

At  least  she  can  give  me 
dutiful  moments  of  marital  plea¬ 
sure.

The  History 

Soong  Mei-ling 

At  last,  she  died.  How 
sad.  Most  Chinese,  too  young 
or  too  busy,  were  not  even 
aware  that  she  was  alive. 
After  years  of  tempestuous 
public  service,  she  had  lived 
too  long  and  too  removed 
from  the  public  eyes.  She 
chose  to  live  at  a  far  away 
land  with  the  yang-gwei  for¬ 
eign-devil.  For  almost  thirty 
years  since  the  mid  1970s  she 
had  lived  in  America,  among 
her  friends,  pampered  by  an 
entourage  of  imported  ser¬ 
vants,  supported  by  a  nation¬ 
al  staff  of  economic  and  cul¬ 
tural  officials,  close  to  her 
most  valuable  real  and  finan¬ 
cial  estates. 

Let  bygones  be  bygones. 
Living  to  a  respectable  age  of 
105,  she  lived  up  to  the 
Chinese  value  for  a  good  life 
with  longevity.  Indeed,  she 
was  a  rare  and  powerful 
woman  in  modem  Chinese 
history.  She  was  bom  in  the 
nineteenth  century,  lived 
through  a  violent  twentieth 
century  as  one  of  the  ten  most 
admired  women  of  the  world, 
and  she  died  peacefully  in  the 
twenty-first  century.  She 


lived  a  full  life  spanning  three 
centuries,  taking  on  a  pivotal 
role  across  two  major  conti¬ 
nents  whose  power  and  polit¬ 
ical  struggles  shook  the 
world. 

World  history  recorded 
and  remembered  the 
Wellesley  College  graduate 
Soong  Mei-ling  as  a  global 
figure.  She  was  a  role  model 
for  the  successful  blending  of 
two  world  civilizations.  She 
was  educated,  predominantly 
in  the  missionary  education 
system  popular  among  the 
Westernized  Chinese  of 
Shanghai  where  her  family 
prospered  and  where  she  was 
bom.  She  was  bicultural  and 
bilingual.  She  was  bom  to 
wealth  and  fame.  She  was  the 
first  of  its  kind  in  the  twenti¬ 
eth  century. 

To  the  Chinese,  she  repre¬ 
sented  women's  liberation  of 
the  1919  Chinese  May  Fourth 
intellectual  movement  to 
modernize  China.  She  was 
the  most  successful  beneficia¬ 
ry  of  social  change  China  ever 
produced.  And  she  became 
the  most  visible  benefactress 
of  relentless  social  change 
delivered  upon  a  war  torn 
China. 

She  was  controversial.  She 
stood  for  the  supremacy  of 
Christianity  over  secularism. 
Confucian  customs  were 
selectively  practiced,  usually 
at  personal  whims  or  for 
political  conveniences.  She 
took  up  the  role  as  the  loudest 
spokesperson  against  the  evil 
of  Communism.  She  saw  her¬ 
self  as  Chinese  in  her  face 
only. 

She  was  considered  an 
opportunist.  She  took  billions 
of  tax  dollars  from  the 
Americans.  She  lived  large  at 
the  expense  of  everything 
Chinese  among  the  destitute, 
the  sick,  and  the  starving  mil¬ 
lions.  She  was  also  known 
among  the  non-Chinese 
speaking  world  as  Madame 
Chiang  Kai-shek  in  her  posi¬ 
tion  as  the  current  and  last 
wife  of  President  Chiang  Kai- 
shek  of  the  Republic  of  China. 

Soong  Mei-ling  and 
Madame  Chiang  Kai-shek. 
They  are  two  very  different 
personalities,  one  sweet,  one 
fierce;  two  conflicting  social 
responsibilities,  one  to  family, 
one  to  public  service.  One 
woman  split  apart  by  a  world 
going  through  chaotic 
changes,  she  became  known 
as  the  Dragonlady,  she  left  a 
legacy  in  the  West  of  the 
inscrutable  two-faced 

Chinese  stereotype. 

Her  legacy  was  equally 
mysterious  for  most  Chinese. 
Though  Soong  Mei-ling  was 
often  thought  of  as 
Shanghainese,  which  was 
more  fashionable,  if  she  want¬ 
ed,  she  could  claim  to  be 
Cantonese.  Her  family  origin 
in  the  nineteenth  century  was 
from  the  Hai-nan  Island  at  a 
time  when  the  island  was  a 
part  of  southern  Canton 
province.  Before  her  family 
moved  to  Shanghai  and 
changed  their  family  name  to 
the  prestigious  sounding 
Soong,  the  original  family 
name  was  Han.  At  the  turn  of 
the  century,  given  the  dynas¬ 
tic  revolution  followed  by 
economic,  cultural,  and  mili¬ 
tary  turmoil,  migrant  Chinese 
families  taking  prosperous 
identity  and  new  beliefs  were 


quite  common,  particularly  in 
the  heavily  industrialized  city 
of  Shanghai. 

Madame  Chiang  Kai-shek 

It  was  only  in  1943  after 
her  official  state  visit  to  the 
United  States  that  Soong  Mei- 
ling  took  on  the  formal  per¬ 
sona  of  Madame  Chiang  Kai- 
shek. 

By  the  time  the  world  was  at 
war,  Madame  Chiang  had 
enjoyed  domestic  popularity 
with  her  great  public  expo¬ 
sure.  The  Chiangs  had  also 
become  close  friends  with 
Henry  R.  Luce,  the  Time-Life- 
Fortune  magazine  magnate, 
who  also  acted  as  financial 
advisor  to  the  couple.  Mrs. 
Clara  Boothe  Luce,  socialite 
wife  of  Henry,  best  known  in 
American  history  as  the 
American  Ambassador  to 
Italy  and  Congresswoman 
from  Connecticut  (1942-1946), 
and  Madame  Chiang  were 
best  of  friends  and  worldwide 
shopping  buddies.  The 
friendship  and  fortune  of  the 
Chiangs  and  Luces  were  very 
much  intertwined  from  the 
beginning  up  till  today.  Last 
year,  the  Luce  Foundation  in 
New  York  awarded  a  one  mil¬ 
lion  dollar  grant  to  broadcast 
the  television  series 
"Becoming  Americans:  The 
Chinese  Experience." 

With  the  encouragement  of 
Clara  Luce  who  fashioned 
herself  as  a  beacon  for  women 
leadership  around  the  world, 
Madame  Chiang  took  on 
more  visible  and  daring  pub¬ 
lic  responsibilities  on  behalf 
of  _  the  Kuomingtang 


Nationalist  party  of  China. 
After  1943  she  traveled  fre¬ 
quently  to  the  United  States 
for  both  official  and  personal 
visits.  She  was  a  prolific  pub¬ 
lic  speaker  and  was  eagerly 
sought  after  for  speaking 
engagements,  always  making 
headlines  or  appearing  on  the 
covers  of  Time  magazine  as 
an  exotic  celebrity  from  the 
Far  East.  Speeches  Madame 
Chiang  made  during  her  US 
tours  had  been  compiled  into 
limited  edition  books  that 
command  six  or  seven  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  at  rare  book 
stores. 

Whoever  wrote  her  mostly 
political  speeches  were  well 
aware  of  what  Americans 
wanted  to  hear.  No  doubt, 
her  attractive  good  looks,  and 
always  dressed  in  the  tradi¬ 
tional  Chinese  chi-pao,  had 
impressed  Americans  of  that 
era  as  to  what  a  powerful  and 
exotic  Chinese  woman  was 
about. 

On  December  9, 1958  dur¬ 
ing  an  official  state  visit  to 
Boston,  Massachusetts,  she 
made  this  speech:  "Of  all  the 
tragic  upheavals  China  has 
experienced  in  her  long  histo¬ 
ry,  none  is  more  sinister  in 
motive,  more  remorseless  in 
action  and  more  catastrophic 
in  results  than  the  scourge  of 
Communism  that  is  now 
being  imposed  on  the  mil¬ 
lions  of  people  on  the  China 
mainland." 

In  Detroit,  Michigan  on 
April  8,  1959,  before  the 
School  of  Government  she 
delivered  this  speech:  "It  is 
true  that  the  Chinese  make¬ 


up,  due  to  centuries  of  tradi¬ 
tional  behavior,  abhors  vio¬ 
lence  and  regards  peace  and 
harmony  as  the  highest 
attainments  of  human  beings. 
The  Chinese  character  is 
"resilient,"  yet  it  has  great  sta¬ 
mina  and  patience. 
Collectively,  it  is  slow  to 
anger,  yet  the  explosion  can 
be  earth-rending  as  has  been 
proven  time  and  time  again  in 
China's  long  history." 

One  of  Madame  Chiang's 
lasting  legacies  would  be  the 
leadership  influence  she  role 
modeled  for  an  educated  gen¬ 
eration  of  women  in  the  twen¬ 
tieth  century  China. 

Morally  conservative, 
wearing  modest  straight-cut 
high-collared  chi-pao,  long 
hair  tightly  pulled  back  in  a 
chignon,  assertive  and  intel¬ 
lectually  curious  but  publicly 
yielding  to  men,  Madame 
Chaing's  fashion,  appearance, 
and  mannerisms  were  the 
vogue  for  many  Chinese 
wives  and  mothers  who 
reared  the  present  new  gener¬ 
ation  of  Chinese  men  and 
women.

research  laboratory  moves 
forward  and  is  built  in  the 
South  End.  In  its  letter  of 
intent  to  sue,  Alematives 
for  Community  and 
Environment  points  out 
that  the  BRA  "failed  to 
obtain  approval  from  the 
Department  of  Housing 
and  Community 

Development  before  modi¬ 
fying  the  South  End  Urban 
Renewal  Plan." 

The  BRA  had  modified 
the  South  End  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  to  allow  for 


Boston  University  Medical 
Center's  high-level  bio¬ 
research  laboratory.  The 
project  is  being  headed  by 
former  BRA-director 
Robert  Walsh. 

The  federal  govern¬ 
ment  recently  awarded 
Boston  University  Medical 
Center  a  $120-million  grant 
to  construct  the  laboratory, 
known  as  a  Biosafety  Level 
4  laboratory.  At  Level  4 
labs,  scientists  research  the 
most  deadly,  exotic  and 
incurable  biological  agents 
known.  The  Boston 
University  laboratory 
would  be  located  in 
BioSquare,  a  nearly  15-acre 
bio-research  center  first 


proposed  by  the  university 
in  the  early  1990s.  It  is 
located  along  Albany 
Street  and  the  Mass  Ave. 
Connector. 

"Certainly  [a  change 
that  allows  for]  the  creation 
of  a  hazardous-pathogen 
laboratory  in  a  neighbor¬ 
hood  is  a  major  modifica¬ 
tion,"  said  Kressel.  "This 
Urban  Renewal  Plan 
change  should  have  gone 
to  the  state  and  City 
Council  for  review  and 
approval  before  the  appli¬ 
cation  went  in  to  the  feder¬ 
al  funding  agency."

Task  Force,  City, 
Lose  Lawsuit

ship  of  a  liquor  license. 
Losing  the  license  would 
have  cut  into  the  club's 
ability  to  make  a  profit. 

The  task  force  has  been 
trying  to  find  a  way  to  shut 
down  the  controversial 
Centerfolds  since  the  club 
opened  about  three  years 
ago  on  La  Grange  Street  in 
the  city's  designated  Adult 
Entertainment  Zone. 

According  to  the  task 
force's  lawyer,  Kathleen 
Burdette,  the  Lower 
Washington  Street 

Neighborhood  Task  Force 
joined  the  City  of  Boston 
Liquor  Licensing  Board  to 
challenge  a  decision  of  the 
state's  licensing  commis¬ 
sion  that  allowed 
Centerfold's  to  obtain  a 
liquor  license.  In  the  com¬ 
plicated  lawsuit,  the  task 
force  and  the  city  essential¬ 
ly  challenged  the  decision 
of  the  Massachusetts 
Alcoholic  Beverages 
Control  Commission  to 
allow  certain  stock  trans¬ 
fers  and  managerial 
changes  "that  affected  who 
controlled  the  liquor  license 
used  today  by 

Centerfolds,"  according  to 
Burdette. 

When  Centerfolds  had 
first  applied  to  the  city 


politicians  —  were  listening. 

Six  of  the  eight  at-large 
candidates  showed  up  for 
the  event  (three  were  cur¬ 
rent  Councilors).  Two  can¬ 
didates,  one  an  incumbent, 
did  end  up  leaving  very 
early  to  go  to  another 
forum  in  West  Roxbury. 

"I  thought  it  was  really 
successful,"  said  Lowe. 

Sure,  this  event's  date  — 
which  was  just  weeks 
before  the  November  4 
election  —  must  have  moti¬ 
vated  candidates  to  attend 
more  than  the  April  date 
did.  But  the  relative  success 
of  the  forum  reflects 
Chinatown's  increasing 
political  clout  and  its 
increasing  voter  participa¬ 
tion. 

"Our  community  is 
reflective  of  a  changing 
electorate  in  the  city,"  said 
David  Moy,  the  Director  of 
the  Boston  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Center,  one 
of  the  event's  sponsors. 
"Any  candidate  who  hopes 
to  represent  our  communi¬ 
ty  ...  must  make  an  effort  to 
reach  out  to  our  residents." 

According  to  the 
Chinese  Progressive 

Association,  in  the  past 
three  years,  Chinatown  has 
enjoyed  the  highest  per¬ 
centage  increase  in  voter 
participation  of  any  neigh¬ 
borhood  in  Boston. 

The  Chinese 


licensing  board  for  the  per¬ 
mission  to  make  stock 
transfers,  managerial 
changes,  and  a  name 
change,  the  city  denied  the 
club  permission.  The  club 
then  appealed  to  the  state 
Alcoholic  Beverages 
Control  Commission,  who 
disagreed  with  the  city's 
decision,  in  effect  allowing 
the  club  to  retain  its  license. 
The  Boston  Licensing 
Board  and  the  Lower 
Washington  Street 

Neighborhood  Task  Force 
then  challenged  the  state's 
decision,  which  resulted  in 
the  Sept.  30  decision. 

Judge  Geraldine  S. 
Hines  of  the  Suffolk 
Superior  Court  found  that 
"upon  review  of  the  record, 
this  Court  is  satisfied  that 
the  [Massachusetts 

Alcoholic  Beverages 
Control]  Commission's 
decision  is  supported  by 
substantial  evidence  and  is 
free  of  errors  of  law." 

The  judge  said  "we 
acted  properly  based  upon 
the  facts,"  said  William 
Kelley  Jr.,  the  general  coun¬ 
sel  for  the  state's  Alcoholic 
Beverages  Control 

Commission. 

However,  the  task  force 
disagrees. 

"We  feel  she  got  it 
wrong,"  said  Peggy  Ings, 
spokeswoman  for  the  task 
force. 


Progressive  Association 
was  one  of  the  many  spon¬ 
sors  of  the  forum,  which 
was  later  televised  on 
Boston  Neighborhood 
Network,  a  public  access 
cable  station,  and  translat¬ 
ed  into  Chinese  and 
Spanish.  The  major  sponsor 
of  the  event  was  the  Boston 
League  of  Women  Voters. 

The  last  such  Council 
forum  in  Chinatown  was  20 
years  ago. 

Not  only  did  a  good 
number  of  candidates  show 
up,  a  good  number  of  peo¬ 
ple  also  attended  the  event. 
About  200  to  250  people 
filled  the  Josiah  Quincy 
School  auditorium  to  listen 
to  the  candidates  tell  their 
views  —  or  in  some  cases 
avoid  telling  their  views  — 
on  citywide  issues,  includ¬ 
ing  bilingual  education, 
low-income  housing,  and 
the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority's  development 
process. 

Staying  until  the  end  of 
the  forum  was  Felix 
Arroyo,  Althea  Garrison, 
Maura  Hennigan,  and  Roy 
Owens.  Matt  O'Malley  and 
Stephen  Murphy  left  early 
to  attend  a  forum  in  West 
Roxbury.  Michael  Flaherty 
declined  an  invitation  to 
attend,  and  Patricia  White 
didn't  respond  to  the  invi¬ 
tation  at  all. 


According  to  Ings,  the 
Lower  Washington  Street 
Neighborhood  Task  Force 
had  spent  over  $40,000  in 
legal  fees  over  the  last  few 
years  in  fighting  the  club. 
She  said  the  legal  fees  were 
paid  by  the  task  force's 
members  and  by  donations 
from  non-members. 

The  task  force  and  the 
city's  Board  of  Licensing 
are  considering  filing  an 
appeal. 

Centerfolds  is  one  of  the 
two  remaining  strip  clubs 
in  the  Combat  Zone,  an 
area  that  once  was  overrun 
by  pom  shops,  peep  shows, 
prostitutes  and  nude  danc¬ 
ing  bars. 

Because  of  new  and 
proposed  major  develop¬ 
ment  projects,  much  of  the 


Adult  Entertainment 
District  is  now  unavailable 
for  its  zoned  use.  The  area 
was  zoned  for  adult  enter¬ 
tainment  in  1974. 

The  Lower  Washington 
Street  Neighborhood  Task 
Force  was  founded  in  1998 
as  a  subcommittee  of  the 
Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council,  with  the  mission 
of  monitoring  the  Adult 
Entertainment  District. 

The  nonprofit  is  com¬ 
posed  of  religious  groups, 
neighborhood  groups,  and 
of  developers  and  land 
owners. 

Sampan  reporters  have 
been  denied  access  to  the 
task  force's  meetings, 
including  a  recent  meeting 
held  to  discuss  the  loss  of 
the  lawsuit.  Those  attend¬ 


ing  the  Oct.  23  meeting 
included  the  group's  co¬ 
chairs  Pastor  Thomas  Lee, 
Bill  Moy  and  Mary  Soo 
Hoo;  Ralph  Cole  of 
Kensington  Investment 
Co.,  the  developer  of  the 
proposed  nearby 

Kensirigton  Place  project;  a 
representative  of  W.  Kevin 
Fitzgerald,  who  is  a  co¬ 
developer  of  the  nearby 
Liberty  Place  project;  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  nearby 
Millennium  Place  high  rise; 
representatives  of  the  near¬ 
by  Emerson  College,  and 
Stanley  Smith  of  Historic 
Boston,  whose  historic 
headquarters  building  is 
next  to  Centerfolds.  Area 
police  officers  were  also 
present  at  the  meeting.
